The  color  is  a  rich,  red- 
mahogany  brown  and  the  strike  is  excellent.  A  small  display  suspension  hole 
is  located  in  the  top  rim.  The  overall  quality  is  nice,  but  there  is  a  rim  bruise 
at  1 1:30  on  the  reverse.  A  rare  type  struck  sometime  after  1886,  as  indicat¬ 
ed  by  correspondence  from  the  United  States  Mint.  The  original  Jefferson 
medals  measured  from  100  to  105  mm;  it  was  not  until  1861  that  Jefferson 
medals  measuring  76  mm  were  struck.  To  establish  a  final  date,  we  look  to 
the  lack  of  a  die  crack  on  the  reverse  that  is  mentioned  in  an  1883  letter  by 
Mint  Superintendent  A.L.  Snowden.  The  failure  of  the  reverse  necessitated 
the  creation  of  a  new  pair  of  dies,  a  fact  reported  in  1886  by  Charles  Barber.

Traces  of 
an  Underlying  7  visible  above  and  to  right  of  the  trailing  8. 

The  government’s  imminent  approval  of  a  statute  to  alter  the  amalgam  of  the  Cent  in  1856  left  Mint  Director  Snowden  pleading  for  a  design  to  begin  trial  strik- 
ings  without  delay.  The  task  of  achieving  a  satisfactory  product  in  this  environment  fell  to  James  Barton  Longacre.  For  the  obverse,  the  designer  selected  a  vari¬ 
ant  of  the  flying  eagle  that  graced  the  reverse  of  the  1836-9  Gobrecht  Pattern  Dollars.  Although  nearly  two  decades  old,  this  eagle  hadn’t  faded  into  obscurity;  it 
had  appeared  on  several  Patterns  of  1854-5.  The  reverse  got  a  copy  of  the  wreath  of  corn,  cotton,  maple,  and  tobacco  that  already  appeared  on  Longacre’s  Dol¬ 
lar  and  $3  Gold  pieces.  Despite  the  short  production  run  of  this  design,  the  rarity  and  allure  of  1858/,  insures  that  it  will  remain  forever  a  part  of  the  collecting 
lore  and  popularity.  Coin  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  1293313-002,  and  will  likely  become  a  part  of  a  high-end  set  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  cents,  or  perhaps 
take  its  rightful  place  in  a  Registry  set  of  these!  (#2022)

The  Indian  Head  one-cent  coin  was  produced  by  the  United  States  Mint  from 
1859  through  1909.  It  was  designed  by  James  Barton  Longacre,  the  Engraver 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

The  coins  that  were  struck  between  1859  and  1864  were  composed  of  88  per¬ 
cent  copper  and  12  percent  nickel,  as  required  by  law.  In  1864,  the  weight  of 
the  coins  was  reduced  from  72  grains  to  the  present  weight  of  48  grains,  and 
the  alloy  changed  to  95  percent  copper  and  5  percent  tin  and  zinc.  Research 
in  1863  indicated  that  bronze  was  an  excellent  alloy  for  minor  coins,  and  so 
the  copper-nickel  alloy  was  discontinued.  Total  production  of  the  Indian  Head 
cent  was  1,849,648,000  pieces,  although  Proof  mintage  was  far  far  less  over 
the  years  this  beautiful  design  was  in  production.  (#2265)

123  1864-L  Bronze.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Red.  Pop:  3/0.  Iridescent  orange  and  pinkish  red  resonate  off  of  the  surface  of  this  pristine  Gem  of  one  of  the 

rarest  one-cent  coins  in  American  numismatics.  Desirable  with  this  controlled  strike  as  occurs  on  all  Proofs  struck  at  the  time,  every  nuance  of  the  design  incor¬ 
porates  needle-sharp  detail,  from  the  feathers  on  the  headdress  to  the  tiny  initial  L  at  the  base  of  the  hair  band  (just  behind  Liberty’s  neck).  To  date,  possibly 
as  few  as  8  examples  are  known  from  the  two  original  obverse  Proof  dies  for  1864:  Seven  from  one  die  pair  and  only  a  single  example  is  known  from  the  other. 
When  Proof  1864  With  L  cents  became  known  to  collectors  is  unrecorded.  It  may  have  been  within  a  year  or  two  of  their  issue.  By  1869  the  coin  was  in 
demand  sufficiently  to  warrant  someone  at  the  Mint  to  strike  additional  pieces.  This  was  most  likely  done  by  Mint  Assayer  William  DuBois,  who  also  worked 
as  Curator  of  The  Mint  Collection.  An  additional  10  specimens  were  struck  using  a  refurbished  obverse  die  and  the  regular  Proof  reverse  die  from  the  1868- 
1871  period.  Today,  an  extant  1864-L  Proof  cent  draws  a  lot  of  attention  whenever  one  appears  for  sale. 

The  origin  of  the  bronze  cents  of  1864-1909,  including  this  treasured  1864-L  Proof  can  be  described  briefly.  Mint  Director  Pollock’s  objections  to  copper- 
nickel  as  a  coinage  metal  were  based  on  many  reasons:  It  was  difficult  to  melt  and  more  difficult  to  work,  it  was  hard  enough  that  the  planchets  damaged  dies, 
and  perhaps  worst  of  all,  it  had  become  so  expensive  that  copper-nickel  cents  cost  more  than  face  value  to  make!  This  was  independent  of  his  political  oppo¬ 
sition  to  Joseph  Wharton,  nickel’s  monopolist  and  promoter.  Accordingly,  Pollock  pushed  his  friends  in  the  Senate  and  House  to  hasten  passage  of  a  bill  to 
authorize  cent  and  2c  coinage  in  “French  bronze”  (see  preceding  section),  which  became  the  Act  of  April  22,  1864.  These  pieces  were  to  have  a  limited  legal- 
tender  quality,  unlike  any  of  their  predecessors:  a  provision  of  dubious  constitutionality. 

Earlier  cents  coined  under  this  new  act  are  from  the  same  hub  seen  on  1860-64  nickel  cents,  with  rounded  tip  to  bust,  and  no  engraver’s  initial.  Later  ones 
(at  least  18  obverse  dies,  probably  more)  show  a  narrower,  sharper  bust  point  and  Longacre’s  initial  L  on  ribbon:  the  famous  1864  L  cents.  These  are  common 
in  business  strike  grades  (mostly  too  worn  for  the  L  to  show),  but  almost  unobtainable  in  Proof.  The  L  continued  on  all  Proof  Indian  cents  through  1909.

The  present  lot  offers  a  lus¬ 
trous  and  sharp  looking  Gem  whose  surfaces  are  devoid  of  blemishes.  The 
color  dazzling  and  vibrant  with  a  reddish-orange  sheen  plus  golden  irides¬ 
cence  atop  the  all-but  completely  frosted  Indian’s  portrait.  There  are  no  areas 
of  bothersome  striking  incompleteness,  in  fact,  the  coin  is,  without  mincing 
words,  a  fantastic  coin  for  this  desirable  Proof  65  grade.  The  coin  is  housed 
in  PCGS  holder  5584030. 

Proof  mintage  for  1877  is  estimated  by  Breen  at  “510+”  and  by  The  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins  at  “900+.”  Whatever  the  exact  figure  —  and  we 
may  never  know  for  certain  —  what  is  indisputable  is  that  every  collector, 
whether  young  or  old,  knows  the  mystique  surrounding  this  scarce  Proof 
Total  mintage  for  the  year  was  uncharacteristically  low;  evidently  there  were 
sufficient  One-cent  pieces  left  over  from  previous  years  sitting  in  bags  in  the 
Treasury’s  vault  that  few  1877s  were  required.  Today,  whenever  a  Gem  qual¬ 
ity  1877  like  this  appears  at  auction  it  generates  eager  bidding.  (#2320)

The  entire  mintage  of  309,000  Indian  Cents  dated  1909-S,  was  executed  in 
January.

V.D.B.  is  usually  well  struck.  The  Holy  Grail  for  Lincoln  Cent  collectors,  the 
acquisition  of  a  1909-S  V.D.B.  cent  usually  marks  the  completion  of  this 
series.  While  a  number  of  other  issues  are  rarer  in  Mint  State,  this  coveted 
coin  remains  the  most  famous  regular-issue  entry  in  terms  of  the  total  num¬ 
ber  available  in  all  grades.

Unfortunately,  collectors  did  not  save  these  at 
the  time,  contrary  to  their  actions  with  the  1909-S  VDB.  This  piece  has 
dusky  original  red  color  that  is  slightly  subdued  by  natural  brown  accents, 
although  the  red  color  is  80%  and  the  dominant  hue.

1922  No  D.  Weak  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Red  and  Brown.  Lovely  glossy  brown  surface  with  extensive  areas  of  faded  mint  color  around  devices 
and  almost  encompassing  the  reverse.  The  luster  really  glows  and  immediately  grabs  your  attention  on  this  premium  rarity  in  the  Lincoln  cent  series.  Original 
spot-free  surfaces  like  this  are  extremely  hard  to  find.  The  obverse  has  a  typical  strong  strike  while  the  reverse  is  from  the  more  favored  “weak”  (meaning,  work- 
worn)  die.  No  sign  of  a  mintmark,  even  though  it  was  struck  at  Denver  and  would  have  had  a  “D”  earlier  in  its  die  life.  Thorough  research  tells  us  there  are  only 
a  small  number  of  true  Mint  States  of  the  1922  No  D  Lincoln  cent;  the  variety  wasn’t  discovered  until  years  after  and  so  collectors  had  to  make  do  with  various 
quality  circulated  coins  sifted  from  circulation.  Coin  is  housed  in  PCGS  holder  21332975.  (#2541) 


With  the  exception  of  these  few  million  pieces  hastily  struck  during  January  and  February  of  1922,  the  Denver  Mint  coined  no  other  cents  from  the  end  of  1 920 
through  most  of  1924.  A  short  but  severe  nationwide  recession  following  the  end  of  World  War  I,  combined  with  the  repeal  of  various  temporary,  wartime  taxes, 
negated  the  demand  for  additional  cents,  while  the  massive  mintages  of  1916-20  were  more  than  enough  to  meet  the  immediate  post-war  demand.  The  exact 
reason  for  this  anomalous  coinage  is  not  known;  the  Mint  Director’s  Report  does  nothing  more  than  acknowledge  it,  although  the  Denver  Mint  was  shown  to 
have  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  (June  30,  1922)  some  20,250,700  cents! 

Commenting  informally  on  the  limited  coinage  of  cents  for  1922,  Mint  Director  F.  E.  Scobey  remarked:  There  have  been  approximately  $46,000,000  worth  ol 
pennies  coined  since  the  mint  began  in  1792,  so  what’s  the  use  of  making  more,  when  about  the  only  things  you  can  still  buy  with  a  penny  nowadays  are  lolly- 
pops:

of  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  nineteenth  century  American  Proof  nickel 
five-cent  rarities, -a  coin  that  is  almost  in  the  same  class  with  the  1 864-L  Proof 
Cent,  the  1864  Small  Motto  Two-cent  Piece,  and,  to  a  lesser  degree,  the  1884 
and  1885  Proof  Trade  Dollars. 

Walter  Breen,  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  Stated  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins, 
notes  that  25  or  so  specimens  were  minted  in  Proof  condition,  although 
Proof  sets  were  distributed  on  various  occasions  throughout  the  year  1867, 
Breen  postulates  that  the  with-rays  Nickels  were  included  only  on  one  occa¬ 
sion.  In  his  words,  “Now  known  to  have  been  issued  only  with  the  initial  or 
February  5,  1867  delivery  of  silver  Proofs,  with  possibly  at  most  a  few  more 
in  minor  Proof  sets  at  that  time.  Exceedingly  rare,  not  over  about  a  dozen  sur¬ 
vivors  traceable.”  Breen  specifically  enumerates  seven  examples  he  had  exam¬ 
ined  plus  a  few  other  listings  and  notes  that  “at  least  two  have  been  poorly 
cleaned.”  In  the  years  since  the  1988  publication  of  this  trend-setting  ency¬ 
clopedia,  a  few  others  have  turned  up  in  old  estates. 

The  present  example  is  clearly  one  of  the  finest  known  and  fully  merits  the 
Choice  Proof  64  Cameo  designation.  Light  golden  toning  over  nickel-blue 
sheen,  the  fields  sparkle  with  mirror  reflectiveness.  Encased  in  PCGS  holder 
50120616.  A  marvelous  opportunity  for  the  specialist.  (#83818)

What  appears  as  weak  striking  on  buffalo  nickels  and  other  United  States 
coins  of  the  1910s  and  ‘20s  is  caused  by  a  combination  of  factors.

This 
was  done  as  an  economy  measure  to  reduce  wear  on  both  the  dies  and  press 
and  to  thus  extend  their  useful  life.

This  popular  die-polishing  variety  was  the  first  of  its  kind  to  capture  the 
imagination  of  collectors.  Discovered  soon  after  its  issue,  1937-D  3-leg  nick¬ 
els  were  advertised  for  sale  in  an  ad  in  The  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine 
as  early  as  1937-38.  The  variety  was  caused  by  excessive  polishing  of  the  dies 
to  remove  clash  marks.  Die  clash  occurs  when  the  feeder  mechanism  of  a  coin 
press  fails  to  deliver  a  planchet,  the  dies  strike  one  another,  and  each  receives 
an  impression  of  the  opposing  die.  This  disfigurement,  when  discovered,  usu¬ 
ally  results  in  the  replacement  of  both  dies.  In  the  case  of  the  1937-D  3-leg 
nickel,  however,  the  urgency  of  completing  a  coinage  run  precluded  this  cus¬ 
tomary  practice,  and  a  swifter  solution  was  sought.  Very  few  Uncirculated 
examples  are  known,  coin  collectors  being  equally  scarce  in  that  part  of  the 
country,  it  seems.

199  1837  No  Stars.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  There  isn’t  a  single 

mushy  letter  on  the  surfaces  of  this  well  struck  early  Liberty  Seated  half  dime, 
in  fact,  the  devices,  too,  are  resounding  in  boldness.  The  color  is  natural  sil¬ 
very  under  a  light  bathing  of  toning  from  its  years,  no  doubt,  in  an  elite  col¬ 
lection  of  early  U.S.  silver  coins.  Downright  phenomenal  in  this  grade,  the 
no  stars  obverse  features  Liberty  seated  in  a  plain  field,  giving  an  effect  of  a 
cameo  jewel  without  the  usual  clutter  of  the  mandatory  13  stars  that  prevail 
on  most  19th  century  American  coins.  (Encapsulated  by  NGC,  the  serial 
number  377463-003  can  be  used  as  a  future  tracking  number.) 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  1830s  Mint  officials  decided  to  spruce  up  the 
nation’s  silver  coinage.  They  selected  Christian  Gobrecht  to  redesign  the  half 
dime,  among  other  pieces,  for  which  he  created  his  now-famous  rendition  of 
an  allegorical  Liberty  seated  on  a  rocky  foundation;  in  one  hand  she  supports 
a  shield,  while  in  her  other,  a  pole  with  liberty  cap  dangling  from  the  end. 
Gobrecht’s  motif  first  appeared  on  Silver  Dollars  of  1836.  Dimes  and  Half 
Dimes  followed  in  1837,  with  stars  added  in  1838.  But  then  the  heavy  hand 
of  mediocrity  came  down  like  a  leaden  weight  upon  a  lovely  rose;  for  no  good 
reason,  the  mint  told  Robert  Ball  Hughes  to  remodel  Gobrecht s  delicately 
draped  Liberty.  This  he  did.  The  results  were,  shall  we  say,  less  than  earth- 
shaking?  Consequently,  top  grade  No  Drapery  Dimes  and  Half  Dimes  fea¬ 
turing  Gobrechts  original  plan  are  few  and  far  between  as  they  were  minted 
only  from  1837  to  1840.  (#431  1)

design,  following  closely  along  the  designs  of  its  No  Stars  predecessor,  the 
mint  added  13  tiny  stars  to  the  obverse  to  bring  it  into  conformity  with  other 
denominations  this  year.  Liberty  remains  the  same,  draped  in  thin  gown  with 
no  cloth  below  the  elbow.  Later  (in  1 840)  a  newly  rendered  Liberty  would 
take  her  place  as  the  With  Motto  variety.  Well  toned  and  glossy  with  lus¬ 
ter.  Strike  is  excellent  on  all  central  devices.  (#4317)

Robert  Scot’s  scaled-down  copy 
of  the  heraldic  eagle  from  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States  first  appeared 
on  dimes  in  1798.  Curiously,  Scot  had  transposed  the  arrows  and  olive 
branch  (signifying  peace)  from  their  correct  positions  on  the  Seal  to  the 
opposite  claws,  heraldically,  an  error  of  the  first  magnitude.  Fortunately,  most 
collectors  and  the  general  public  then  and  now  did  not  notice  the  difference. 
The  1805  dime  is  second  most  plentiful  among  the  Draped  Bust,  Heraldic

Hair  curls  are 
random  in  their  sharpness,  with  some  of  the  back  curls  the  most  visible,  while 
those  below  LIBERTY  on  the  headband  have  typical  flatness  due  to  insuffi¬ 
cient  die  pressure.  The  luster  is  “all  there.”  Frosty  is  a  great  word  used  to 
describe  most  late  19th  century  and  nearly  all  20th  century  silver  issues  in 
Gem  condition,  but  it  rarely  applies  to  an  early  Bust  Dime  such  as  this  excit¬ 
ing  1814.  Struck  the  year  the  British  armed  forces  burned  Washington,  D.C., 
and  set  President  James  and  Dolly  Madison  hoofing  it  for  safer  grounds  along 
with  much  of  the  Congress  and  other  important  personages,  it  nicely  cap¬ 
tures  the  almost  primitive  conditions  of  the  era  in  its  narrow  containment

It  seems  the  mintage 
for  1822  consisted  of  mainly  1821 -dated  coins.  Only  this  single  variety

The  obverse  of  Adolph  A.  Weinman’s  dime  that  was  introduced  in  1916  is  | 
dominated  by  the  left-facing  profile  bust  of  a  young  woman  whom  we  know- 
to  be  the  goddess  Liberty.  She  has  thickly  curled  hair  framing  her  face,  and 
these  curls  are  held  in  check  by  the  close  fitting  cap  she  wears.  Her  cap  is  i 
somewhat  suggestive  of  a  cloche  hat,  fashionable  for  women  circa  1924-30. 
Still,  the  folded  over  top  of  the  cap  reveals  that  it  is  not  so  tight  fitting  as  this. 
Her  head  is  further  adorned  with  a  pair  of  wings,  only  one  of  which  is  visi¬ 
ble.  Arranged  in  a  peripheral  arc  is  the  legend  LIBERTY. 

The  coin’s  reverse  features  a  fasces,  the  ancient  symbol  of  power  and  author¬ 
ity  carried  by  Roman  magistrates.  The  fasces  was  a  wooden  handled  ax 
encased  within  a  circle  of  wood  or  iron  rods.  The  rods  were  held  securely 
against  the  handle  by  a  leather  thong  wound  around  them  both  horizontally 
and  diagonally.

Capped  Bust  Quarter  Dollars,  whether  an  Original  struck  in  1827  or  a 
Restrike  made  at  a  later  date,  are  overdates  with  a  3  visible  beneath  the  7  of 
the  date.  The  Original  1827  Quarter  Dollar  has  always  been  recognized  as  a 
classic  rarity.  Despite  a  reported  mintage  of  4,000  coins,  only  a  dozen  or  so 
are  known  to  exist.  Most  are  Proofs,  although  the  Eliasberg  coin  was  well  cir¬ 
culated.  Because  of  its  rarity,  Mint  employees  restruck  the  1827  Quarter 
sometime  prior  to  1860  using  an  1827  Obverse  and  an  1819  Reverse.  The 
flat  based  2  of  the  1819  Reverse  indicates  a  Restrike  —  all  of  the  Original 
1 827  Quarter  Dollars  have  a  curl  based  2.  Walter  Breen  lists  twelve  different 
examples  of  the  Restrike  in  his  “Encyclopedia”  to  which  the  Byron  Reed  coin 
should  be  added.  According  to  Breen,  at  least  three  of  the  Restrikes  were 
struck  over  Quarter  Dollars  of  an  earlier  date,  including  one  with  a  visible 
undertype  of  1806!  Breen  considers  these  the  earliest  Restrikes,  based  on  die 
state  evidence  he  observed  (later  Restrikes  have  dies  that  are  more  rusty).  The 
current  light  gray  toned  example  has  only  slight  traces  of  die  rust,  mostly 
around  the  lower  region  of  the  obverse  near  the  date.

By  pushing  a  high-grade  (usually  Extremely  Fine  or  About 
Uncirculated)  coin  such  as  this  1839  quarter,  against  a  whirring  wire  brush 
wheel,  a  person  could  impart  falsified  (but  easily  spotted)  “luster.”  This 
tricked  novices,  of  course,  but  never  a  trained  collector.  Out  went  a  hue  and 
cry,  and  the  whizzers  hightailed  it  into  other  more  lucrative  professions  like 
offering  Ponzi-style  real  estate  investments.  Once  in  awhile  a  whizzed  coin 
from  that  decade  surfaces,  although  fortunately  this  is  becoming  less  com¬ 
mon.  It  is  hoped  the  successful  bidder  will  carry  this  piece  in  his  pocket  for 
a  few  weeks  to  wear  away  its  false  luster  in  the  hope  that  no  future  collector

A  landmark  rarity  in  American  numismatics  and  one  of  only  5  specimens 
traced,  this  being  the  highest  certified  by  a  third-party  grader.  The  brilliant  surfaces  exhibit  delicate  and  lightly  mottled  gold  on  the  obverse,  while  on  the  reverse, 
magenta  and  gold  toning.  Deep  mirror  fields.  Exquisitely  detailed  in  all  areas.  About  on  a  par  with  the  Norweb  Collection  coin  sold  in  March  1988,  the  Elias- 
berg*specimen  of  this  famous  date  is  from  the  holdings  of  Jerome  David  Kern,  the  American  composer. 

In  1842  a  small  number  of  Proofs,  possibly  fewer  than  10  or  15,  were  struck  for  collectors,  presentation  to  foreign  personages,  use  by  government  officials,  and 
so  on.  The  Proof  obverse  die  was  prepared  by  using  a  very  small  date  logotype,  thus  creating  the  Small  Date.  ”  By  contrast,  dies  used  to  strike  business  or  regular 
production  issues  had  the  date  in  larger  numerals.  The  1842  Small  Date  quarter  are  believed  to  have  been  issued  only  as  part  of  1842  silver  Proof  sets  (or,  in 
another  possibility,  to  fill  requests  for  individual  Proofs,  but  this  is  unlikely);  no  examples  were  made  for  general  circulation  or,  so  far  as  is  known,  for  individual 
numismatic  sale. 

Presumably  the  1842  Small  Date  obverse  dies  in  the  this  and  the  half  dollar  series  were  made  early  in  the  year  1842,  at  which  time  it  was  thought  that  the  logo¬ 
type  was  too  small,  and  the  later  business  strikes,  constituting  the  majority,  were  of  the  Large  Date  format.  This  would  also  explain  the  rarity  of  the  1 842-0  Small 
Date  quarter  and  half  dollar. 

The  registry  of  pieces  known  to  exist  includes  the  following:  (1)  ANA  Specimen;  (2)  Smithsonian  Specimen;  (3)  This  Ex  Eliasberg  specimen;  (4)  Shilke  Speci¬ 
men;  and  (5)  Stack  specimen. 

Even  allowing  for  the  specimens  not  accounted  for  in  the  preceding  list,  it  is  apparent  that  the  population  of  the  1842  Small  Date  quarter  ranks  it  as  one  of  the 
greatest  of  all  American  classic  silver  rarities.  The  precise  number  known  is  not  certain,  but  a  reasonable  estimate  would  be  from  the  five  pieces  listed  to  seven,  at 
least  two  of  which  are  permanently  impounded  in  museums.  The  coin  as  it  now  appears  is  in  PCGS  holder  50033476  with  the  proper  labeling  as  being  from  the 
Eliasberg  collection.  (#5536)

269  1916  Standing  Liberty.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Full  Head.  United  States  silver  coins  struck  in  1916  and  early  1917  possess  a  “textured  luster,  almost  vel¬ 

vety,  unlike  anything  before  or  since.  The  velvety  texture  is  most  notable  on  sharp  Mint  State  specimens  of  the  new  designs:  Mercury  Dime,  Standing  Liberty 
Quarter,  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar.  The  closest  one  can  come  in  comparison  is  on  the  very  rare  Matte  Proofs  and  Satin  Finish  Proofs  also  struck  in  the  teens. 
The  present  Standing  Liberty  Type  1  Quarter  shows  this  textured  luster  to  its  fullest  (and,  we  might  add,  quite  alluring)  effect.  We  encourage  all  collectors  to 
examine  such  coins  for  their  beauty  and  artistry,  since  this  was  American  coin  art  at  its  zenith. 

This  gorgeous  Gem  boasts  a  full  head  on  Liberty  as  well  as  crisp  detail  elsewhere,  including  nice  drapery  folds  with  the  one  crossing  the  call  above  the  knee  nice¬ 
ly  delineated.  On  the  reverse,  too,  we  find  almost  needle-sharp  feathers  on  the  eagle.  Unique  to  this  issue  is  the  treatment  of  the  obverse  rim  ornamentation  which 
consists  of  alternating  lozenge-shaped  bead  followed  by  two  small  round  beads.  The  only  other  occurrence  of  this  feature  is  on  the  obverse  of  the  1918  Lincoln- 
Illinois  commemorative  half  dollar.  It  shouldn’t  come  as  a  surprise  that  the  same  gentleman  engraved  the  dies  for  both,  the  mint’s  chief  architect  of  many  coin 
designs,  none  other  than  George  T.  Morgan.  Morgan  based  his  creation  on  the  work  of  Hermon  MacNeil  (that’s  Hermon  with  an  “o’).  It  is,  of  course,  MacNeils

example  whose  presentable  quality  and  rarity  in  this  grade  causes  us  to  recommend  it  to  one  and  all.  But  don’t  be  surprised  if  it  realizes  a  near-record  price  in 
today’s  active  market  for  Gem  quality  early  date  Washington  quarters.  The  1932-D  is  legendary.  Yet  why  is  it  so  few  were  saved  at  the  time?  Perhaps  it  devolves 
to  the  simple  fact  the  population  of  collectors  in  the  Midwest,  where  “D”  mint  coins  generally  circulated,  wasn’t  as  large  as  on  the  East  Coast  (where  the  com¬ 
moner  1932  Philly  mint  coins  were  encountered).

graded  Mint  State  64.  Struck  with  scientific  exactness  throughout  and 
remarkable  given  the  primitive  conditions  at  the  early  United  States  mint.  It 
pays  to  recall  that  silver  half  dollars  like  this  frosty  choice  1795  were  actual¬ 
ly  struck  on  a  hand-operated  press!  No  mechanical  improvements  aided  in  its 
manufacture.  And  yet,  the  coin  speaks  for  itself  with  broad  rims,  nice  stars, 
balanced  impression  including  complete  hair  curls  on  Liberty.  The  eagle 
ranks  among  the  sharpest  we  have  ever  found  on  a  Flowing  Hair  half  dollar 
of  the  earliest  design  (1794-5).  Here,  too,  everything  is  bold.  The  color  con¬ 
sists  of  steel  gray  with  antique  blue-gray  sheen  of  iridescence.  No  unnecessary 
marks  affect  the  delicate  features  or  open  fields. 

During  the  most  of  the  spring  and  summer  1795,  half-dollar  coinage  com¬ 
menced  from  1795-dated  dies  [299,680],  comprising  19  obverse  and  either 
22  or  23  reverse  dies,  the  first  reverse  left  over  from  1794.  Several  slightly  dif¬ 
fering  head-  and  eagle-device  punches  were  used  during  the  year,  the  final 
ones  attributed  to  John  Smith  Gardner,  briefly  Assistant  Engraver:  the 
famous  and  rare  Small  Heads.  The  Double  Date  and  Three  Leaves  coins 
belong  with  this  group,  evidently  at  the  end  of  the  mintage,  summer  1795. 

Coinage  was  interrupted  to  allow  personnel  to  devote  time  to  making  silver 
dollars  and  gold  coins,  on  orders  of  the  new  Mint  Director,  Henry  William

much  as  1797  is  one  of  only  two  years  this  design  was  implemented,  it  has  become  famous  with  collectors  far  and  wide.  The  normally  found  1797  grades  per¬ 
haps  Good  or  Very  Good.  Now  and  then  a  Fine  will  surface  in  a  “name”  auction,  but  rarely  will  you  see  a  full-bore,  problem-free  EF40  graded  by  one  of  the  two 
top-tier  grading  services.  This  honey  of  a  coin  is  encapsulated  in  NGC’s  protective  retention  device,  with  serial  number  1 822309-001 .  Expect  plenty  ol  bids  belore 
this  one  is  through. 

United  States  coin  designs  underwent  rapid  and  sometimes  radical  change  during  the  first  few  years  ot  lederal  coinage  in  the  late  1790s.  The  recently  opened  U.S. 
Mint  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania  was  keenly  sensitive  to  criticism  and  seemed  to  be  experimenting  in  an  effort  to  find  just  the  right  monetary  image  for  the 
brand-new  nation. 

The  early  Small  Eagle  silver  coinage  reflected  this  restlessness.  Before  the  Mint  was  even  10  years  old,  it  had  produced  silver  coins  with  three  different  types  of  designs, 
with  this  middle  design  being  the  rarest  and  least  easy  to  locate  in  acceptable  condition.  They  weren’t  entirely  dissimilar,  in  fact,  there  was  a  great  deal  of  overlap  in  their 
features  as  one  type  gave  way  to  the  next.  Still,  they  have  long  been  recognized  by  collectors  as  three  distinct  series,  although  admittedly  short  ones.  (#6060)

288  1878-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  crisply  struck  coin  glowing  with 

smooth  warm  golden  glow  from  the  fields  and  devices,  with  the  fields 
extraordinary  for  this  rare  date.  Wholly  prooflike,  they  give  support  to  the 
razor-edge  devices,  which  contrast  with  satiny  frost.  While  1878-S  is  a  com¬ 
mon  date  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series,  with  the  federal  mints  concentrating 
almost  entirely  on  their  production  that  year,  the  half  dollar  is  the  polar 
opposite,  a  rarity  among  rarities  with  only  12,000  minted.  Many  of  these 
reached  circulation.  And  after  normal  attrition,  1878-S  was  and  continues  to 
be  among  the  most  revered  issues  in  the  seated  Liberty  series.  Only  one  die 
variety  is  known  from  a  Type  II  reverse.  All  genuine  1878-S  half  dollars  have 
a  lump  just  below  the  top  of  the  leftmost  reverse  white  stripe  (barely  visible 
in  the  photo  but  plain  as  day  under  low-power  magnification).  Most  Uncir¬ 
culated  survivors  “are  usually  prooflike”  says  the  Breen  encyclopedia.  Breen 
goes  on  to  list  a  number  of  1970s  and  1980s  auction  prices,  stating  at  the  end 
of  the  listing  that  “Mintage  halted  to  put  San  Francisco  Mint  equipment  into 
full-time  use”  on  silver  dollars. 

Distinguishing  features  of  this  particular  specimen  include  the  PCGS  holder 
number  50080542,  two  very  tiny  marks  in  the  otherwise  smooth  right 
obverse  field,  one  near  Liberty’s  wrist,  the  other  level  with  her  knee;  a  couple 
of  tiny  scuff  marks  on  stripes  four  and  five  of  the  reverse  shield,  plus  a  few 
equally  minor  tic  marks  beneath  the  left  wing  of  the  eagle.  Mintmark  is  hold 
and  placed  close  to  the  tip  of  the  arrow  feather  and  above  F  in  half.  (#6360)

309  1933-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  No  half  dollars  were  struck  in  the 

years  1930-32,  and  when  production  resumed  again  in  1933,  only  1.7  mil¬ 
lion  pieces  were  coined,  all  at  the  San  Francisco  facility.  This  is  a  highly  lus¬ 
trous  example  of  a  scarce  issue.  Well  struck  in  all  areas,  the  centers  and  indeed 
the  entire  coin,  are  dazzling  white.  (#6591) 

In  the  year  1933,  the  government,  under  a  series  of  “executive  orders 
that  were  later  hastily  rubber-stamped  by  Congress,  seized  Americas  gold 
coins  and  outlawed  ownership  of  gold  or  silver  in  bullion  form  by  the 
public.  Silver  coins  continued  in  production,  however,  and  in  fact, 
mintage  of  half  dollars  expanded  markedly  beginning  the  year  after  this 
very  scarce  1933-S,  bringing  to  an  end  a  series  of  difficult  dates  from  the 
1920s  to  early  1930s.  Thereafter,  rolls  and  bag  quantities  of  half  dollars 
were  bought  by  farsighted  “hoarders”  and  are  the  main  source  of  supply 
of  1934-47  half  dollars.

312  1938  PCGS  graded  Proof  66  Cameo.  The  introduction  of  Proofs  again  in  1936  was  a  cause  for  joy  and  celebration  among  Americas  collecting  fraternity.  The 

dry  spell  had  been  long  and  agonizing  —  with  no  Proofs  offered  officially  between  1917  and  1933.  However,  the  new  designs  for  the  Liberty  Walking  half  dol¬ 
lar  caused  a  problem.  Due  to  the  way  these  modern  designs  were  created,  it  was  not  possible  to  “basin”  the  Proof  dies  in  the  same  way  they  had  been  prepared  in 
the  years  of  the  Barber  coinage.  As  a  result,  “all  brilliant”  finishes  predominated.  The  mint  had  either  forgotten  how  to  frost  dies,  or  had  decided  the  uneven  ele¬ 
ments  in  the  design  precluded  making  the  relief  portions  frosted.  However,  a  few  frosted  proofs  of  1936-42  do  exist.  These  tend  to  be  the  first  few  dozen  strikes 
from  new  dies.  We  are  proud  and  indeed  delighted  to  offer  this  incredible  cameo  Proof 1938  as  vindication  for  collectors  who  have  never  heard  of  such  an  item  or 
seen  one. 

The  onset  of  World  War  II  strained  the  Mint’s  capacity  to  its  fullest,  causing  a  suspension  in  proof  coinage  after  1942.  Initially  thought  to  be  temporary,  this  ces¬ 
sation  would  continue  until  1950!  (#86638)

THE  FAMOUS  1794  FLOWING  HAIR  DOLLAR,  PCGS  AU58,  POP  1

1794  Flowing  Hair.  BB-1.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Ex  Cardinal  Collection.  POP  1.  No  MS60,  No  MS61,  Only  One  MS62,  One  MS63, 
One  MS64,  One  MS65,  and  Two  MS66  (This  Of  Course  Probably  Includes  Duplicates)  .  All  known  strikes  of  this  romantic  issue  were  made  on  October  15, 
1794.  The  designs  were  by  Robert  Scot,  hailing  originally  from  England,  who  also  personally  cut  the  dies.  All  silver  specimens  known  to  us  show  weakness  in  the 
strike  at  the  left  obverse  and  reverse  due  to  skewing  or  oblique  alignment  of  the  dies;  the  unique  copper  specimen  with  lettered  edge,  apparently  intended  as  a 
Proof  or  Pattern,  does  not  show  this  skewing  and  therefore  may  have  been  struck  first  or  on  a  separate  occasion.  It  is  possible  that  a  few  silver  strikes  were  made 
before  the  skewing  occurred  and  thus  would  have  a  full  strike  at  the  left  sides,  but  we  cannot  recall  having  seen  any,  nor  do  we  have  any  record  of  sale  of  such  a 
specimen.  As  often  seen,  this  specimen  has  light  to  medium  adjustment  marks  at  the  rim  on  both  sides  and  extending  partway  into  the  fields  and  touching  some 
of  the  design  elements.  Centers  are  unusually  bold  and  detailed,  as  pictured,  with  complete  hair  strands  on  Liberty’s  head  and  flowing  down  the  neck  (hence,  the 
nickname  of  this  design,  “flowing  hair  ”).  On  the  obverse,  the  color  is  neutral  “old  silver’’  tint,  with  deeper  gray  in  the  hair  and  around  most  of  the  stars.  The 
reverse  is  a  little  bit  lighter  in  color,  but  also  exquisite,  uncleaned,  with  natural  antique  gray  and  silvery  blue  iridescence,  mainly  around  the  outer  margin  and 
encompassing  the  devices 

As  a  rule,  silver  dollars  from  this  year  are  rarely  offered  at  public  auction,  and  the  demand  for  these  coins  far  exceeds  the  supply,  hence  the  rising  price  level.  This 
particular  coin  shows  its  superior  quality  in  many  ways,  and  comes  with  a  known  provenance,  that  of  the  “Cardinal  Collection  as  indicated  on  the  PCGS  hold¬ 
er,  whose  serial  number  is  21673418. 


This  remarkable  specimen  is  ranked  as  the  9th  FINEST  KNOWN  in  existence  by  Logies  in  his  recent  book  “The  Flowing  Hair  Dollars  of  1794,  A  Historical 
and  Population  Census  Study”  published  August  2004.  Provenance  should  also  note  that  the  coin  was  once  donated  in  1926  bv  Louis  B.  Hungerford  to  the  Con¬ 
necticut  Historical  Society  where  it  remained  until  1983.  We  should  also  mention  that  this  specimen  is  the  finer  of  only  two  1794  dollars  in  any  PCGS  About 
Uncirculated  grade,  the  other  example  (AU-53)  trading  dealer  to  dealer  within  the  last  year  for  a  reported  $350,000!  Accordingly  we  estimate  a  value  of  $400,000

According  to  Walter  Breen,  Stuart  submit¬ 
ted  the  Draped  Bust  design  featuring  a  Mrs.  William  Bingham  in  the  role  of 
Liberty.  Two  pairs  of  dies  were  hastily  completed,  one  having  the  obverse 
device  a  little  too  far  to  the  left,  the  other,  more  nearly  centered  but  with

He  was  a  penny  pincher 
who  saw  no  reason  to  fund  what  he  considered  to  be  a  superfluous  second 
Mint  in  the  Western  part  of  the  country.  That  is  why  there  are  no  1 886-CC, 
1887-CC  or  1888-CC  dollars  minted.  Cleveland  left  office  in  January  1889 
and  lo  and  behold,  the  new  administration  reopened  the  mint  for  a  short

According  to  Bowers,  in  his  work  on  the  Morgan  dollar  series,  when  the  Car- 
son  City  Mint  closed  down,  quantities  of  1892-CC  dollars  were  shipped  lor 
storage  to  the  San  Francisco  Mint  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  to  the  Treasury 
Building  in  Washington,  D.C.  From  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  quantities  were 
paid  out  over  a  period  of  years,  including  1925-1926,  but  particularly  in  the 
late  1940s  and  early  1950s.  Some  bags,  but  probably  not  many,  were  dis¬ 
persed  from  the  Cash  Room  at  the  Treasury  Department  in  Washington  dur¬ 
ing  the  same  time  frame,  up  through  1950-53.  Few,  il  any,  1892-CCs  were 
part  of  the  Treasury  release  of  1962-64.  When  the  government  took  stock  of 
the  situation  in  March  1964  and  stopped  paying  out  Morgan  and  Peace  dol¬ 
lars  of  any  and  all  dates,  just  a  single  Uncirculated  1892-CC  dollar  remained! 
The  news  of  the  non-availability  of  the  1892-CC  in  the  surviving  Treasury 
cache  caused  a  run-up  in  prices  in  the  1960s  and  1970s.  Historically,  the 
1 892-CC,  like  the  1 890-CC  and  1 891-CC  before  it,  was  never  considered  to 
bt  a  rare  date.

We  can  thank  “basining”  of  the  dies  for  the  prevalence  of  prooflikes  in  this  series.  Basining  of  the  working  dies  was  performed  at  each  mint  just  prior  to  t  ei 
being  placed  into  the  presses.  It  consisted  of  putting  the  dies  upright  in  a  fixture  which  held  the  die  face  against  a  slightly  dished  disk.  As  this  disk  revc >  ve  it  po 
ished  the  die  face  making  it  slightly  convex.  The  radius  of  this  curvature  varied  with  each  mint  and  caused  the  planchet  metal  to  flow  more  towards  the  coin  rm 
or  coin  center  in  the  extreme  cases.  This  resulted  in  the  weakly  struck  center  coins  with  full  rims  typical  of  the  New  Orleans  Mint  or  fully  struck  center  desigi 

and  rounded  rims  typical  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint. 


A  polishing  grit  or  compound  was  used  in  the  basining  process.  The  depth  of  mirror  on  the  die  face  was  a  function  of  how  fine  a  compound  was  used  during  th 
basining  process  and  also  if  a  final  buffing  of  the  die  face  was  performed.  Thus,  the  degree  of  mirror  initially  on  the  die  vaned  from  mint  to  mint  over  the  yea. 
and  at  a  particular  mint  with  time  because  of  the  different  workmen  and  practices  enforced. 


As  the  basined  and  polished  die  struck  coins,  the  friction  of  the  planchet  metal  moving  against  the  die  field  would  wear  the  die  surfaces  making  them  dull.  Th 
mirror  surface  would  gradually  be  less  and  less  reflective  until  it  became  semi-prooflike  and  finally  dull  with  no  reflection.  Since  I  roof  dies  that  are  not tchro™ 
plated  can  strike  around  2,000  coins  before  they  are  discarded  with  too  many  dull  spots  on  the  fields,  ,t  is  estimated  that  a  proofl.ke  Morgan  die  could  have  strut 
around  5,000  to  10,000  fully  prooflike  coins  before  it  became  semi-prooflike  or  non-reflective.

I  he  1893-S  Morgan  Dollar  has  long  been  sought  after  as  the  prime  rarity  in 
the  Morgan  series.  Although  the  Proof-only  1895  belongs  in  the  same  class, 
1893-S  has  led  a  charmed  existence  for  going  on  70  years  now  among  collec¬ 
tors  and  cognoscenti.  After  a  decade  and  a  half  of  relatively  high  silver  dollar 
production,  the  election  of  President  Grover  Cleveland  and  the  financial 
panic  caused  by  the  hoarding  of  gold  during  this  troubled  time  caused  a 
structural  change  in  government  policy  toward  minting  these  silver  coins. 
With  the  repeal  of  the  Sherman  Act  in  1893  (not  to  he  confused  with  the 
Sherman  Anti- 1  rust  Act  of  1890),  the  tempo  of  production  at  all  four 
coinage  factories  was  drastically  reduced.  Just  100,000  pieces  of  the  1893-S 
were  made,  a  low  figure  by  Morgan  dollar  standards  where  production  had 
been  running  in  the  millions  most  years.  Furthermore,  the  majority  of  1893- 
S  dollars  were  either  circulated  or  later  melted.  Today,  even  high-end  circu¬ 
lated  specimens  can  be  very  difficult  to  find  and  costly  to  boot.  To  locate  the 
occasional  Mint  State  piece  never  fails  to  elicit  attention  at  an  auction.  Its 
importance  to  the  fraternity  of  serious  Morgan  Dollar  collectors  cannot  be

In  the  early  spring  of  1918  during  World  War  I,  the  Germans  started  a  propaganda  campaign  in  India  that  the  British  government  could  not  redeem  its  silver 
certificates.  This  started  a  run  on  the  Indian  redemption  agencies  which  threatened  to  start  a  revolution.  In  consequence,  the  British  ambassador  met  with  U-  J 
Treasury  officials  who  agreed  to  provide  silver  bullion  to  meet  these  demands.  The  U.S.  Treasury  Department  had  at  that  time  over  400  million  silver  dollars  hel^ 
unused  in  reserve  that  were  coined  under  the  Bland-Allison  and  Sherman  Acts.  On  April  9,  1918,  Senator  Key  Pittman  introduced  a  bill  which  passed  April 
It  directed  that  not  more  than  350,000,000  standard  silver  dollars  be  converted  into  bullion  and  sold  at  a  price  not  less  than  $1.00  per  fine  ounce  or  used 1  foj 
subsidiary  silver  coinage.  It  also  authorized  purchase  of  a  like  amount  of  silver,  at  a  price  of  $1.00  per  ounce,  from  American  mine  owners  and  the  coining  of  the 
same  number  of  dollars  that  had  been  melted.  The  silver  dollars  immediately  began  being  melted  after  passage  of  the  Pittman  Act.  When  all  was  said  and  done, 
over  270  million  Morgan  silver  dollars  had  been  melted  and  converted  into  bullion  by  passing  the  coins  through  large  greased  rollers  to  flatten  them  and  then 
melting  them.  Possibly  this  fate  awaited  many  1895-0  Morgan  dollars,  along  with  the  rest.

When  he  heard  that  a  competing  coin  dealer,  Chapman, 
had  gotten  special  Proofs  made  for  him  by  George  T.  Morgan  of  the  Mint, 
Zerbe  claimed  his  “me  too”  rights,  and  thus  were  struck-off  (clandestinely  it 
seems)  an  unknown  but  obviously  small  number  of  Proofs.  This  glittering 
specimen  possesses  a  wealth  of  detail  underneath  natural  light  golden  with 
gray  patina.  On  the  reverse,  a  small  tarnish  streak  traces  to  impurity  in  the

George  T.  Morgan,  Mint  Engraver  at  the  time  and  whose  own  design  had  been  replaced  by  De  Francisci’s,  lowered  the  relief  of  the  electroplate  model  by  ham¬ 
mering  it  with  a  flat  board!  The  subsequent  lower  relief  was  used  for  the  remaining  issues  of  Peace  Dollars,  1 922  to  1935.  Morgan  elected  to  further  cut  down  the 
relief  by  lessening  the  striking  pressure  on  the  coin  presses,  ostensibly  to  reduce  die  wear.  In  a  similar  fashion  to  the  beautiful  1907  High  Relief  Double  Eagles, 
De  Francisci’s  beautiful  1921  was  thus  greatly  modified  to  adapt  it  to  normal  coin  production.  Unfortunately,  it  is  impractical  to  strike  each  coin  with  several 
blows  from  the  dies  to  bring  up  the  high  relief.  It  is  also  not  practical  to  increase  striking  pressure  to  the  point  where  the  dies  wear  rapidly  and  breakage  occurs. 

As  with  other  high  relief  designs,  the  mint  had  to  compromise  the  artist’s  concept  to  meet  the  demands  of  efficient  coin  production.

This  is  one  of  the  impressive  (and  extremely  rare)  Satin  Finish  Proofs  of  the  first  year  of  issue,  a  coin  legendary  among  Silver  Dollar  collectors  and  one  whose  sur¬ 
face  preservation  is  astounding  to  behold.  Words  escapes  us  when  trying  to  translate  the  visual  experience  of  studying  it  onto  a  computer,  since  only  first-hand 
knowledge  of  all  its  beauty  and  variability  of  design  and  master  workmanship  can  provide  an  understanding.  But  it  is  our  task  to  paint  in  words  a  picture  of  this 
remarkable  coin,  and  so  we  point  to  the  photograph  and  ask  you  to  trace  along  with  us  as  well  expound.  First  off,  the  strike  is  razor-sharp  and  unlike  your  typi¬ 
cal  production  coin  meant  for  circulation.  Each  hair  strand  is  complete,  each  feather  in  the  eagle’s  majestic  body  stands  out  fully.  The  field  is  slightly  beveled 
(which  is  why  it  was  impossible  for  George  T.  Morgan’s  technicians  to  polish  it  with  the  traditional  “mirror  finish”  seen  on  Morgan  silver  dollar  Proofs.  Instead, 
he  used  a  wonderful  blend  of  satin  and  luster  finish,  leaving  the  hydraulic  press  (which  undoubtedly  was  used  to  strike  the  coin)  to  do  the  rest.  Morgan  dollars 
required  about  1  50  tons  to  the  square  inch  of  pressure  to  strike.  Regular,  low  relief  Peace  Dollars  of  1922-35  probably  required  somewhat  less  oomph.  As  for  the 
high  reliefs  of  1921,  no  records  seem  to  exist  as  to  how  much  effort  it  took,  but  we  can  guess  that  it  stressed  the  equipment  and  put  undue  strain  on  the  dies  to 
make  such  bold  relief.  This  coin,  like  no  others  before  it,  belongs  on  a  pedestal  in  the  Numismatic  Hall  of  a  museum.  Either  that,  or  a  connoisseur’s  own  private 
portfolio  museum  of  landmark  coins.

Production  of  Philadelphia  Mint  1928  Dollars  declined  markedly  over  what 
it  had  been  in  1927  and  prior  years.  This  may  partially  be  explained  by  the 
fact  that,  after  1921,  the  Treasury  was  required  to  replace  all  270  million 
Morgan  Dollars  melted  under  the  terms  of  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918.  By  1928 
this  order  had  been  met.  Mint  officials,  who  were  never  happy  with  the  polit¬ 
ically  motivated  issuance  of  large  numbers  of  Silver  Dollars  anyway,  happily 
ceased  production  as  soon  as  they  were  able.  Hence,  only  360,649  1928 
Peace  Dollars  were  made.  Production  did  not  begin  again  until  1934  (under 
terms  of  a  new  enactment).  (#7373)

Kellogg  $50  Proof,  it  may  be  the  second  finest  known  (after  the  Garrett  specimen),  or  is  tied  for  second  finest  in  our  opinion.  An  historic  offering  that  races  to 
the  collection  of  Frank  J.  Hein,  this  well  struck  specimen  has  some  hairlines  in  the  fields  (as  on  every  survivor).  Small  planchet  flake  by  the  fourth  star  is  a  diag¬ 
nostic  of  this  particular  specimen. 

The  obverse  depicts  a  portrait  of  Liberty  adapted  from  the  $20  design  of  1849-1907,  but  with  her  coronet  inscribed  KELLOGG  &  CO.  Thirteen  stars  surround, 
and  the  date  1855  is  below.  The  reverse  has  an  elegantly  designed  perched  eagle  in  the  style  of  Charles  Cushing  Wright’s  1851  Humbert  coinage,  but  different  in 
its  execution  and  with  the  ribbon  inscribed  with  the  weight  and  fineness:  1809  grs  /  887  thous.  Around  the  border  appears  SAN  FRANCISCO  CALIFORNIA 
/  FIFTY  DOLLS.  The  fineness  of  887  in  many  ways  explains  this  coin’s  rarity,  since  once  the  federal  mint  opened  at  San  Francisco,  most  below-900-fme  gold 
was  melted  and  restruck  into  standard  issue  $20  gold  pieces. 

To  date,  there  are  believed  to  be  1 1  different  specimens  of  this  rarity  in  existence.  Most  have  been  known  for  a  long  while  and  were  likely  made  as  presentation 
strikes  for  directors  and  shareholders  of  the  Kellogg  firm.  It  represents  the  capstone  of  the  Kellogg  coinage,  of  course,  this  largest  denomination  in  Proof  quality, 
and  made  a  dramatic  end  in  1855  to  the  heavy  production  of  privately  minted  California  gold  coins. 

The  round  $50  1855  Kellogg  &  Company  coin  is  one  of  the  most  desired  Territorial  issues  whose  fame  has  reached  almost  epic  proportions  that  few  other  Cali¬ 
fornia  gold  pieces  possess.  There  is  a  reason  for  this:  the  coin  is  among  the  most  beautiful  private  gold  coins  ever  made,  and  available  only  in  Proof  or  impaired 
Proof.  This  carefully  graded  specimen  is  housed  in  a  PCGS  encapsulation  and  will  undoubtedly  become  a  part  of  a  major  collection  of  rare  gold  pieces  when  it  sells.

He  had  created  the  first  design  which  used  a  coronet-bedecked  por¬ 
trait  of  Liberty  in  1849.  Set  to  his  task,  he  created  this  petite  style  in  1854 
following  closely  his  1854  $3  design,  although  Liberty  has  a  narrower  face  on 
the  $1  gold  coin,  and,  unfortunate  as  it  would  turn  out,  her  cheek  and  hair 
are  in  high  relief,  which  caused  problems  when  striking.  (#7532)

where  this  coin’s  lovable  nickname  “Little  Princess”  arose.  It  surfaced  from 
out  of  the  blue  many  years  ago  and  has  stuck.  No  specimen  was  known  out¬ 
side  of  the  mint  cabinet  until  Edgar  Adams  publicized  the  date  in  1909, 
according  to  Breen.  Perhaps  “Little  Princess"  refers  to  the  coin’s  combination 
of  rarity,  petite  size,  and  quiet  elegance.  Whatever  the  origin,  it  bears  repeat¬ 
ing:  we  are  overjoyed  beyond  measure  at  having  the  honor  of  presenting  an 
1841  Quarter  Eagle  for  your  bidding  enjoyment.  This  well  struck,  warm 
golden  colored  specimen  retains  original  prooflike  surface  around  the  stars 
and  date,  the  legends  and  eagle.  There  is  a  tiny  mark  on  the  rim  between  stars 
2  and  3,  a  very  minor  mark  in  the  upper  obverse  field  below  star  7,  and  two 
tiny  identifiable  nicks  on  the  reverse  below  the  eagle’s  lower  beak  and  to  the 
right  of  F  in  OF.  These  are  merely  references  for  tracing  the  whereabouts  of 
this  handsome  (and  famous)  1841  in  its  future  transactions.  The  NGC  hold¬ 
er  has  serial  number  1716037-036. 

Just  as  no  one  has  a  clue  to  where  the  term  Little  Princess  arose,  so  too,  no 
record  exists  CQncernfng  the  mintage.  It  is  believed  that  Proofs  only  were 
made,  with  circulated  survivors  being  offered  on  more  occasions  than 
unworn  pieces.  It  could  be  this  intriguing  rarity  was  carried  as  a  good  luck

When  California’s  gold  fields  became  known  to  Easterners,  the  news  set  off 
the  most  famous  human  stampede  ever.  Late  in  1848,  an  initial  shipment  of 
230  ounces  of  bullion  made  its  way  via  military  channels  (including  Secre¬ 
tary  of  War  William  Marcy)  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Marcy  instructed 
Mint  Director  Robert  Patterson  to  have  the  gold  coined  into  specially 
marked  Quarter  Eagles.  In  response,  Patterson  had  struck  some  1,389  pieces 
in  December  of  that  year,  each  with  counterstamped  CAL.  above  the  eagle 
on  reverse.  (The  counterstamping  was  done  in  a  separate  procedure  while  the 
coin  still  rested  in  the  die,  so  as  not  to  cause  a  flattened  spot  to  appear  on  the 
opposite  side.) 

Recent  sales  of  1848  CAL.  Quarter  Eagles  may  include  some  reappearances 
of  the  same  coin;  most,  as  you  will  see,  are  of  much  lower  quality  than  the 
fantastic  Gem  BU  MS66  offered  here.

San  Francisco  Mint  finally  began  operations  in  1854,  producing  double  eagles  for  the  most  part  in  its  early  years  as  a  backlog  of  Territorial  gold  coins  awaited  recoinage 
into  federal  money.  For  this  reason,  only  a  small  number  of  quarter  eagles  were  produced,  generally  at  the  behest  of  a  depositor  of  gold  bullion,  since  at  this  time  in  Amer¬

Proofs  (1908-15)  were  not  as  popular  as  the  old-fa 
ioned  brilliant  Proofs  of  former  designs,  especially  because  they  were  dab 
and  duller  than  business  strikes;  many  were  mistakenly  spent,  others  mef 
in  1916  as  unsold.  Today,  a  boldly  struck  Gem  Proof  65  like  this  key  c 
1915  commands  a  lot  of  attention  and  turns  heads  whenever  one  is  displa* 
at  a  rare  coin  convention.  Beautiful  matte-gold  surfaces  without  marks< 
obvious  hairlines,  it  sits  squarely  in  its  gem  class  and  should  prove  advaaj 
geous  to  anyone  farsighted  enough  to  acquire  it.

1010  1887  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Three-dollar  production  at  the  Philadelphia  mint  fell  to  low  levels  in  the  1880s,  and  by  1887,  only  a  scant  lew  thousand  busi¬ 

ness  strikes  were  minted  —  which,  for  the  most  part,  didn’t  circulate.  Of  the  Proofs,  only  160  pieces  were  made  for  sale  to  collectors.  This  is  a  gorgeous  deep 
orange-gold  beauty  with  surface  integrity  enough  to  warrant  a  cameo  designation  even  though  PCGS  failed  to  notify  us  of  the  fact  on  this  decade  old  (or  older) 
grading  holder.  Every  feature  is  fully  defined.  The  eye  appeal  is  nothing  short  of  breathtaking!  The  coin  now  resides  in  PCGS  holder  affixed  with  number  6583865 
but  may  well  be  resubmitted  for  re-evaluation  in  order  to  include  the  “cameo  or  “deep  cameo"  to  clarify  its  extraordinary  condition. 

The  $3  gold  piece  was  authorized  by  the  Act  of  February  21,  1853,  a  key  piece  of  legislation  from  a  numismatic  perspective,  an  act  which  also  affected  the  silver 
coinage,  namely  the  reduction  in  weight  of  the  half  dime,  dime,  quarter,  and  half  dollar,  and  the  addition  of  arrows  alongside  the  date  to  indicate  the  new  stan¬ 
dard.  Whether  or  not  the  $3  denomination  was  actually  necessary  or  worthwhile  has  been  a  matter  of  debate  among  collectors  for  over  a  century.  At  the  time  of 
its  introduction,  1854,  the  $3  had  as  a  close  companion  —  the  long  established  $2.50  quarter  eagle. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  $3  had  utility  in  the  purchase  of  100-subject  sheets  of  three-cent  stamps,  or  the  acquisition  of  silver  three-cent  pieces  in  quantities 
of  100.  But  who  back  then  needed  to  buy  100  stamps  at  a  time  in  an  era  where  sending  or  receiving  a  letter  wasn’t  common  among  the  populace  at  large.  In  any 
event,  the  $3  proved  to  be  less  than  convenient,  and  after  the  first  year  of  coinage,  production  dropped  sharply.  In  a  way  the  same  general  pattern  was  followed 
by  certain  other  series  of  the  time,  including  the  silver  and  nickel  three-cent  pieces  and  the  two-cent  piece.  All  were  launched  with  high  hopes,  but  the  first  sev¬ 
eral  years  proved  to  be  the  apex,  followed  by  a  slow  decline. 

The  new  $3  denomination  was  the  work  of  James  B.  Longacre,  who  became  chief  engraver  at  the  Mint  in  1844,  after  the  death  of  Christian  Gobrecht.  1  he 
obverse  features  the  head  of  Liberty  as  an  Indian  princess,  facing  left,  wearing  a  feathered  headdress  upon  which  is  a  band  inscribed  LIBERIA'.  The  inscription 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  surrounds.  The  same  motif  was  later  used  on  the  Type  III  gold  dollar  1856-1889. 

The  reverse  displays  an  “agricultural  wreath”  enclosing  3  DOLLARS  and  the  date.  The  reverse  wreath  was  later  used  on  the  Flying  Eagle  cents  of  1856-1858.  As 
is  demonstrated,  Longacre  liked  to  mimic  his  own  work. 

The  $3  design  was  continued  without  major  change  from  beginning  to  the  end,  except  that  issues  of  the  year  1854  alone  have  the  word  DOLLARS  in  smaller 
letters  than  do  the  pieces  from  1855  to  1889.  (#8051)

1014  1879  Flowing  Hair.  $4  Gold  or  Stella.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Ultra  Cameo.  Housed  in  NGC  grading  holder  #1872481-001,  this  historic  gem  quality  Four- 

Dollar  gold  piece,  or  “Stella”  as  it  came  to  be  known,  was  proposed  to  solve  a  couple  of  problems  facing  the  United  States  system  of  coinage  in  the  1870s.  The 
first  was  to  make  a  coin  whose  “intrinsic  measure  and  value”  as  part  of  the  design  was  sufficient  to  make  it  useful  as  an  international  trade  coin.  The  other,  as  a 
bone  tossed  to  the  silver  “Interests"  as  they  were  termed,  was  to  strike  these  in  an  alloy  that  used  either  4%  silver  or  10%  silver,  thereby  increasing  sales  of  this 
semi-precious  metal  by  the  silver  mining  states.  For  all  its  intended  merits,  the  Stella  project  was  soon  abandoned.  But  only  after  425  1879  Flowing  Hair  coins 
were  minted,  split  into  two  groups,  25  of  which  are  considered  “originals”  and  made  in  1879,  followed  by  400  strikes  from  the  same  dies  made  in  1880  after 
Congressmen  got  involved  in  the  proposal  and  wanted  representative  samples,  for  purely  altruistic  purposes. 

This  is  among  the  most  eye-catching  Ultra  Cameo  Proof  65  examples  ever  seen  or  certified  by  a  third-party  grader.  It  has  extra  deep  mirrors  which  point  direct¬ 
ly  to  the  possibility  that  it  is  one  of  the  “originals”  inasmuch  as  most  other  Proof  65  and  higher  survivors  tend  not  to  have  mirror  depth.  Indeed,  many  non-orig¬ 
inal  Proofs  of  this  issue  fall  somewhere  between  Proof  surface  and  satiny  luster,  unlike  the  present  “Ultra  Cameo”  gem.  The  presence  of  faint  striations  through 
Liberty’s  upper  hair  is  entirely  absent  here.  Those  with  striations  seem  to  belong  to  the  400  1879  Stellas  delivered  in  early  1880  and  not  to  the  original  25  Proofs 
of  1879.  (The  striations  may  actually  be  rollermarks  that  did  not  strike  out  because  the  dies  were  spaced  too  far  apart.)  On  the  present  specimen,  the  central 
obverse  hair  curls,  which  are  finely  detailed,  are  incredibly  bold  in  delineation,  including  the  star’s  center,  which  also  lacks  any  evidence  of  striation  lines.  An  ever- 
popular  issue,  the  1879  $4  has  long  been  prized  as  an  integral  part  of  a  complete  United  States  gold  coin  collection  or  Type  set,  this  this  spectacular  gem  origi¬ 
nal  Proof  among  the  finest  we’ve  seen.  As  further  potential  evidence  this  is  an  original,  this  coin  has  a  weight  of  108  grains,  opposed  to  an  average  103  grains  for 
most  other  $4  gold  pieces.

This  coin  is  utterly  incredible,  certainly  one  of  the  earlier  struck.  In  our  opin¬ 
ion,  it  is  also  undergraded  and  could  easily  be  a  MS64  coin  -  a  specimen 
clearly  superior  to  the  Oliver  Young  which  sold  last  summer  for  $184,000. 
This  is  a  popular  and  easily  recognized  variety.  The  engraver  mistakenly 
entered  the  misspelled  word  STATED  in  the  reverse  die  and  corrected  this  by 
punching  an  S  over  the  errant  D.  Two  obverse  dies  were  used  with  this  sin¬ 
gle  reverse;  while  neither  obverse  was  used  with  any  other  reverse  dies. 

Pleasing  greenish  gold  surfaces  with  a  few  minor  abrasions.  Sharply  struck  as 
are  most  1795  half  eagles,  with  sharp  central  obverse  and  reverse  designs.  The 
border  is  full  and  bold  on  both  sides.  Fields  are  decidedly  prooflike  and  glit¬ 
tering  with  originality.  Almost  unique  to  this  1795  S  over  D  variety  are  the 
numerous  spikes  from  the  rim  denticles  on  both  sides.  This  is  the  usually  seen 
die  marriage  of  this  intriguing  blundered  reverse.  The  Rarity-4  rating  by  Wal¬ 
ter  Breen  is  probably  accurate  today.  The  two  varieties  sharing  a  common 
reverse  represent  a  separate  sequence  not  die  linked  to  earlier  or  later  l?1)^ 
half  eagle  varieties.  The  emission  sequence,  based  on  Breen  variety  notations, 
is  3-D  and  4-D  and  it  is  entirely  possible  that  these  two  varieties  were  the  first

1017  1795  Small  Eagle.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  The  classic 

styling  of  these  earliest  U.S.  gold  coins  is  what  enchants  collectors.  The  pres¬ 
ent  About  Uncirculated  58  specimen  boasts  leasing  orange-gold  to  reddish 
brown  toning  atop  thoroughly  lustrous  fields  and  devices.  Struck  with  sys¬ 
tematic  exactness  throughout  by  the  dies,  every  hair  strand  shows  along  with 
the  folds  in  Liberty’s  “mob  cap”  and  the  folds  in  her  drapery.  Mintage:  only 
8,707  pieces. 

This,  our  earliest  gold  coin,  was  struck  during  President  Washington’s  second 
administration.  Few  people  realize  that  Washington  was  one  of  the  Mint’s 
cheerleaders,  as  it  were,  seeing  the  organization  through  its  darkest  early  days 
when  congress  wasn’t  overly  keen  on  having  such  a  high-cost  facility  funded 
by  taxpayer  money.  Why,  just  holding  a  coin  like  this  1795  Half  Eagle  in 
one’s  hand  brings  forth  a  vision  of  those  halcyon  days  when  America  was 
fresh  out  of  the  nest  and  struggling  to  survive,  while  the  rest  of  the  world 
seemed  large  and  menacing.  That  we  survived,  and  that  this  gold  piece  sur¬ 
vived,  it  a  testament  to  the  power  of  an  idea:  that  a  people  are  fully  capable

Struck  with  methodical 
precision  throughout  by  the  mint’s  special  hydraulic  press  used  to  stamp  all  of  the  gold  Proof  Indian  $5  pieces.  From  this  process  arose  the  razor-edge  lettering 
and  devices  which  cause  collectors  to  stop  and  admire  any  gold  proof  that  is  offered  or  displayed.  The  coin  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  1733175-002  and  should 
prove  to  be  an  attention-getter  when  bidding  commences. 

When  Bela  Lyon  Pratt’s  new  Indian  head  motif  was  launched  upon  the  American  waters  in  1908,  the  public  was  shocked  (to  put  it  mildly).  Never  before  in  Amer¬ 
ican  numismatics  had  a  coin  designer  broken  with  tradition  in  such  a  overt  way  as  did  Pratt.  For  what  Pratt  did  was  to  recess  the  design  below  the  surface  of  the 
coin!  Forget  the  fact  that  his  Half  Eagles  and  Quarter  Eagles  were  far  more  aesthetically  challenging  than  the  long-running  and  tired-appearing  Liberty  heads  they 
replaced.  Unlike  his  predecessors,  Pratt  chose  to  honor  a  real  American  Indian  for  a  change,  not  some  made-up  Greek  goddess  wearing  an  incongruous  Indian 
headdress.  And  because  of  this,  his  design  helped  to  propel  American  coin  design  into  the  World  Class  league. 


Unfortunately,  collectors,  art  “experts”  and  public  figures  of  the  day,  almost  to  a  man,  derided  Pratt’s  imaginative  work.  Luckily,  in  the  80+  years  since  people  have 
changed  their  attitude  and  now  critically  acclaim  this  advance  in  coin  workmanship.  Matte  Proof  Half  Eagles,  like  the  superb  piece  offered  here,  have  receive 
much  appreciation  by  collectors  over  the  past  fifty  years.

1911  Matte  Proofs  and  the  often  greenish  look  of  a  1912  or  1914  specimen.

These  proofs  use  sever¬ 
al  variants  of  the  matte,  sandblast,  and  satin  finishes.  1  he  list  herein  ...  is 
doubtless  incomplete,  but  any  authentic  proof  of  an  unlisted  finish  will  be  an

Bela  Lyon  Pratt’s  new  Indian  head  motif  was  launched  upon  the  American 
waters  in  1908,  the  public  was  shocked  (to  put  it  mildly).  Never  before  in 
American  numismatics  had  a  coin  designer  broken  with  tradition  in  such  a 
overt  way  as  did  Pratt.  For  what  Pratt  did  was  to  recess  the  design  below  the 
surface  of  the  coin!  Forget  the  fact  that  his  Half  Eagles  and  Quarter  Eagles 
were  far  more  aesthetically  challenging  than  the  long-running  and  tired¬ 
appearing  Liberty  heads  they  replaced.  Unlike  his  predecessors,  Pratt  chose  to 
honor  a  real  American  Indian  for  a  change,  not  some  made-up  Greek  god¬ 
dess  wearing  an  incongruous  Indian  headdress.  And  because  of  this,  his 
design  helped  to  propel  American  coin  design  into  the  World  Class  league. 

And  “world  class”  best  exemplifies  the  1914  Proof  68  specimen  we  offer  with 
this  lot.  The  coin  is  magnificent.  More  than  magnificent,  it  is  essentially  per¬ 
fect.  Perfect  surfaces,  bold  devices,  balanced  composition,  sleek  matte  finish, 
and  ever-so-careful  preservation  by  its  former  owners. 

Although,  collectors,  art  “experts”  and  public  figures  of  the  early  twentieth 
century,  almost  to  a  man,  derided  Pratt’s  imaginative  work,  luckily,  in  the 
90+  years  since  people  have  changed  their  attitude  and  now  critically  acclaim 
this  advance  in  coin  workmanship.  Matte  Proof  Half  Eagles,  like  the  superb 
piece  offered  here,  have  received  much  attention  by  collectors  over  the  past 
fifty  years.  We  expect  the  trend  to  continue.  This  unstoppable  gem  resides  in 
NGC  holder  1716046-005  and  with  reference  made  to  its  earlier  inclusion

From  the  First  emission  of  gold  coins  struck  by  the  fledgling  Philadelphia 
Mint  comes  this  charming  1795  $10  gold  piece  of  “eagle  as  it  was  designat¬ 
ed  in  the  Coinage  Act  of  1792.  At  the  time,  the  $10  was  the  largest  gold 
denomination  issued  by  the  United  States.  Crafted  in  traditional  style,  the 
head  of  Liberty  faces  left  and  wears  a  soft  cloth  cap  of  the  then  popular  style 
among  wealthy  women.  The  small  eagle  grasps  a  palm  branch  in  its  claws  and 
an  olive  wreath  (signifying  peace)  in  its  beak.  Only  light  wear  exhibited  in  the 
fields  and  on  the  devices,  with  remaining  luster  found  in  the  legends  and 
around  most  of  the  main  relief  design.  Color  is  dusky  gold  to  orange-gold. 

Production  of  1795  capped  bust  eagles  began  September  22,  with  5,583 
struck  between  that  date  and  March  30,  1796.  Some  die  varieties  are  from 
reverse  die  with  a  palm  branch  bearing  13  leaves,  while  a  fourth  variety  bears 
a  branch  with  nine  leaves. 

All  four  1795  obverses  bear  15  stars  (representing  the  5  states  in  the  Union), 
arranged  10  to  the  left  and  five  to  the  right.  (Spacing  differs  on  each  obverse 
die,  since  each  star  was  hand-punched  into  the  die.)  LIBERTY  is  positioned 
from  the  upper  front  of  Liberty’s  cap  to  just  in  front  of  her  nose,  in  the  same

the  national  symbol.  With  those  requirements,  and  the  understanding  tl 
certain  inscriptions  appear  on  all  the  coins,  mint  engraver  Robert  Scot  set" 
work  in  1795  on  the  eagle  designs.The  gold  eagle  obverse  depicts  a  busC 
Liberty  facing  right  and  wearing  a  soft  cap  (not  the  pileus  or  Liberty  a 
found  on  the  Liberty  cap  half  cent  and  cent,  among  other  U.S.  coins).

Ten  die  varieties  are  known 
for  1799,  representing  the  combinations  of  five  obverse  dies  and  seven  reverse

First,  there 
was  a  nearly  successful  attempt  to  corner  the  New  York  gold  market  by 
crafty  speculators  which  confounded  money  men  world-wide  and  caused 
a  panic;  then,  too,  the  first  cross-country  railroad  link  was  completed 
with  the  pounding-in  of  the  golden  spike  at  Promontory,  Utah  to  simi¬ 
lar  world-wide  news  coverage.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  mintage  of 
gold  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  continued  fairly  high  compared  to  that  of 
this  Philadelphia  issue  during  the  decade  of  the  Civil  War.  One  reason  for 
this  divergence  was  that  the  East  was  recovering  from  the  devastating 
effects  of  the  War  while  things  were  “business  as  usual”  on  the  West 
Coast.  As  this  coin  demonstrates,  gold  was  in  circulation  in  the  East  but 
records  show  that  paper  money  did  most  of  the  duty  for  a  circulating  cur¬ 
rency,  gold  was  hoarded.

Famous  as  proof-only  date,  and  long  considered  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Double  Eagles  because  mint  reports  included  only  the  40  with  the  Proof  Sets  (no  busi¬ 
ness  strikes),  nevertheless,  1883  is  slightly  less  rare  than  the  smaller  denominations,  or  than  the  1884.  One  of  only  92  made:  40  with  sets  February  10,  3  more 
before  March  30,  15,  13  and  21  in  last  3  quarters.  Most  recent  sale  was  in  January  2004  at  $172,500.  Today,  in  a  much  stronger  market,  and  given  the  superi¬ 
ority  of  this  specimen,  anything  is  possible.

007  and  will  surely  delight  its  new  owner,  providing  many  hours  of  enjoy¬ 
ment  and  conversation  among  numismatic  associates  and  non-collector

It  was  originally  proposed  that 
the  entire  spectrum  of  American  coinage  would  be  redesigned,  from  the 
lowly  One-cent  piece  through  the  Double  Eagle.  In  correspondence,  Augus 
tus  Saint-Gaudens  felt  that  the  1857  Flying  Eagle  Cent  was  the  finest  moti 
found  on  any  American  coin.

BY  ASSUMES  ALL  RISKS  CONCERNING  AND  RELATED  TO  THE' 
GRADING  OF  A  LOT.

26.  If  the  auction  invoice  is  not  paid  for  in  full  when  due  per  invoice 
terms,  the  unpaid  balance  will  earn  interest  at  the  rate  of  one- 
and-one-half  percent  (1-1/2%)  per  month  until  it  is  paid  in  full.

Bidder,  for  himself,  his  heirs,  agents,  successors  and  assigns, 
generally  and  specifically  waives  and  releases,  and  forever  dis¬ 
charges  Superior,  and  its  respective  affiliates,  parents,  share¬ 
holders,  agents,  subsidiaries,  employees,  members  of  their 
respective  boards  of  directors,  and  each  of  them,  and  their 
respective  successors  and  assigns  from  any  and  all  claims, 
rights,  demands  and  causes  of  action  and  suits,  of  whatever  kind 
or  nature,  whether  in  law  or  equity,  whether  known  or  unknown, 
suspected  or  unsuspected,  which  Bidder  may  claim  to  have  with 
respect  to  and/or  arising  out  of,  or  in  connection  with  any  chal¬ 
lenge  to  the  title  to  any  goods  purchased,  the  sale  itself,  and/or 
the  auction,  except  where  such  reimbursement  is  otherwise 
authorized  in  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale.

SETTLEMENT  WITH  THE  DEBTOR." 

28.  Title  to  any  lot  remains  with  Consignor,  any  secured  party  of  the 
Consignor,  or  Consignor's  assigns,  as  the  case  may  be,  until  the 
lot  is  paid  for  in  full  by  Bidder.

37.  If  any  section  of  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  or  any  term 
or  provision  of  any  section  is  held  to  be  invalid,  void,  or  unen¬ 
forceable  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  remaining 
sections  or  terms  and  provisions  of  a  section  shall  continue  in 
full  force  and  effect  without  being  impaired  or  invalidated  in  any 
way.
